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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 5, 6, 7, and 13, Nakamura discloses a low noise block down- 
converter receiving M types of polarization signals (left-handed and right-handed 
polarized wave signals) from two satellites, wherein the M types of polarization signals 
from each satellite are converted into M intermediate frequency bands that do not 
overlap with one another, and the converted signals are inputted in a switching circuit 
for selecting signals from the satellites (abstract, figs. 3, 5-7, 10-13). 

Hirabayashi discloses a low noise block down-converter receiving M types of 
polarization (horizontal and vertical polarized wave signals) from two satellites, wherein 
M types of polarization signals of the two respectively satellites are combined in 
couplers, and then converted into IF signals (fig. 2, column 2 line 21 to column 3 line 18). 

These references fail to teach or suggest that the respectively M types of 
polarization (polarized signals) of each satellite are converted into M intermediate 
frequency bands that do not overlap with one another, then the converted M types of 
polarization signal are combined in the coupler. 

Regarding claims 2-4, 8-12, 14-17, these claims are allowed as being dependent 
upon independent that have been allowed.
